The office of the presidency — the most powerful 
American symbol of government ha* been debased 
In view of the people whose respect it should com­ 
mand, 
The “deal" by which a dying chief executive 
almost passed the presidency to Henry Wallace, but 
finally settled for Mr, Truman as the vice presidential 
candidate four years ago this summer, is common 
knowledge. 
The subsequent efforts of Mr. Wallace's followers 
and other disgnthtfedi new dealers to discredit Mr. 
Truman and wreck a party they no longer could con­ 
trol have been made In the open, 
Mr. Truman's 
frantic effort to recover some of the respect he has 
not been given by even the members of his own party 
Is being made In the open. 
The United State» needs a restoration of dignity in 
the conduct of party government. 
The whirlwind 
sown by the machinations of the new dealers and 
now being reaped by the whole country is a direct 
threat to the respect for the office of the presidency 
which underlies the nation's political stability.

Voice of America Broadcasts 
Congress has shown that some of the radio scripts 
written for the State department's Voice of America 
broadcasts were too childish for any serious use. 
Nevertheless, they were broadcast. 
Last Dec. 11, Kenneth D. Pry resigned as the State 
department official In charge of the radio programs 
because congress had cut the appropriation beyond 
the point of safety, in his judgment 
He referred to 
a reduction from € 8,400,000 to € 6,800.000. 
Many con­ 
gressmen believed the whole propaganda program 
was hog wash 
Some of them wanted to eliminate it 
entirely. But suddenly they changed their minds. 
Members of congress who went to Europe to see 
what was going on with their own eyes reported that 
the United States was losing its battle of words with 
Russia by default. The heat was turned on for more, 
not less, activity In radio broadcasting. 
The State 
department, caught with a shortage of funds but with 
a strident demand for more propaganda, tried to make 
ends meet. 
It farmed out Its broadcasts to writers 
over whom It had no direct control. The resulta are 
the childish scripts that have drawn congressional 
lire. 
There might have been childish scripts if the State 
department had been given a larger appropriation 
But among the department’s severest critics are some 
of the same congressmen who formerly were In favor 
of doing nothing at all. or at last In favor of doing it 
as cheaply as possible.

Is The Back Door Closed? 
A dispatch from Geneva says “back-door admis­ 
sion" of Poland and other eastern European nations 
to Marshall plan benefits may be necessary to restore 
Europe’s economy. 
Tills statement Is attributed to 
Economy Administration officials. 
The trouble is that Marshall plan nations now have 
American dollar« but are prohibited from buying 
Polish coal with them: nor can they buy Csechosiovak 
steel or Ukraine wheat. 
Such purchases were en­ 
visioned in the original concept of the Marshall plan 
which held that the free movement of goods across 
Europe mm necessary for eventual recovery. 
Russia's refusal to allow eastern Europe to par 
tlctpate In the plan has placed a heavier burden on 
the American economy, which has to provide a still 
grapter pan of the steel and the coal and the wheat 
The Geneva dispatch Indicates that K. C. A. Is getting 
« ime idea of just how heavy that burden is.

Unfortunately, up to the present 
time, no ideal treatm ent for scolio­ 
sis has been found. The aim of the 
treatm ent is, of course, to correct 
the deformity and to keep it cor­ 
rected. 
The treatm ent depends ¿pon the 
severity of the disorder, whether the 
spine Is still movable or fixed, and 
whether arthritis of the Joints of 
the spine has developed. 
The first step in the treatm ent is 
to make the spine freely movable 
and develop the strength of the 
muscles. 
This is brought about by exercises 
and manipulation.
